Here offer youa Book written by a Turk, 
whoſe Matrer is as inſtructive and de- 
lighttul, as the Manner of finding it, was 
{trange and ſurprizing. 

I do not doubr;bur you wouid know 
where 'twas written ; and perhaps, whether : 
the Author be living; and whether you muſt 
expect a Romance, or a real Hiſtory, Hear then 
in ſhort, what will fully fatisfie you. 

The Curiofity of ſeeing Paris, made a Man 
of Letters , leave Ttaly, in the Year 16825 
where being arrived, he found ſuch Diver- 
ſions, as cauſed his ſtay longer than he in- 
tended. 


Scarce had he been Two Months in Paris, 


when, by changing his Lodging,he diſcovered, 


by meer Chance, in a Corner of his Chamber, 
a great heap of Papers; which ſeem'd more 
{ſpoil d by Duſt, than Time. 

He was at firſt ſurprized to ſeenothing but 
barbarous CharaGters,and was upon the Point 
of leaving them without any further ſearch, if . 
a Latin Sentence, which he perceived on the 
top of a Leaf, had not rerained him:

The Surprize of the 1:4/:4r was yet greater, 
when afcer having conſidered theſe-CharaGters 
with more Attention, he tound them to be A- 
rabick : which Language was not altogether 
unknown to him, which made him look nar- 
rowlier into them, where he found, That they 
treated of Afﬀfirs of State: that they contained

not only of the Afﬀairs of France, but of thoſe 
of all Chri/tendom, till the Year 1682. 
Thecurious 1ra/ian was in no ſmall Impa- 


tience, to know how, and where theſe Aemo- 


rials had been writ, and by what Adventure 
they came to lie ſo negleCted ina Corner of his 
Chamber. But,before he further informed him- 


{elf, he thought it expedient to tranſport theſe 


Manuſcripts into another Houſe, as a Place of 
greater Security» 

He afterwards queſtioned his Landlord with 
reat Precaution, conterning the Papers ; and 
e inform'd him even to the leaſt Circum- 

ftances. 7 

He told him, That a Stranger, who ſaid he 
was 2 Native of Moldavia, Habited like an Ec- 
clefraſtich ,. greatly Studious, of ſmall Stature, 
of a very Courſe- Countenance, but of ſur- 
prizing Goodneſs of Life, had lived long at his 
Houſe- That he came to lodge therein theYear 


£664, and had ftaid Eighteen Years with him ; 
that being gone abroad one day,he returned'no, 
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To the Reader; 


more, and they had had no certain News of 
him fince. He was about Seventy Years old, 
had left Manuſcripts,that no Body underſtood, 
and ſome Moneys, which was an Argument, 
that his Departure was not premeditated. 

He added, That he had always a Lamp Day 
and Night burning in his Chamber ; had but 
few Moveables, only fame Books , a ſmall 
Tome of St- Auſtin, Tacitas, and the Alcoran, 
with the Picture of Maſſanriello, whom he 
praiſed very much, calling him the oſes of 
Naples. He faid further, That this Strangers 
greateſt Friend, and whom he ſaw often,was& 
Man which moſt People took for a Saz»t,fome 
for a Jew, and others ſuſpected to be a Tarke 
According to the Landlord's Report, he came 
to Paris in theYear 1637.being then butT werf- 
ty Eight Years of Age. At firſt he had lodg'd 
with a Flemming; he went oft to Court ; Mo- 
neysnever failed him ; he had Friends,and paf- 
fed for very Learned. As for his End,this Man 
thinks he died miſerably ; it being ſuſpeRed, 
that he had been thrown into the River.

what he had heard,applyed himſelf to the Stu- 


dy of the Arabian Language; and as he had ak 
ready ſome Knowledge in it, he quickly learnt

This Arabian (for be declares bimſelf in his 


Writings, to have beenof that Nation) having 
been taken and made a Slave by the Chr:i/t:ans, 
was brought into $5cily, where he applyed him- 
ſelf to Learning. He ſtudied Lande bi his Cap- 
tivity, and_applyed himſelf much to Hifor7;, 
he overcame them by ſuffering with Patience 
the Blows of his Maſter,who often beat him for 
endeavouring to acquire thofeLights,which this 
Brute had'not. And finally, after much Labour, 
great Afſiduity and long Watchings, he came, 


as he writes himſelf, to underſtand Greekand 


Eatin Authors ; he had Commerce afterwards 
with the beſt Maſters; and'during his ſojourn- 
ing in the Frech Court, he joined Experience 
to the Knowledge he had acquired. 

He explains himſelf neatly, and ſpeaks of 
Things with great Frankneſs. His Style ſhews 
a great liberty of Spirit, and never Paſſion; and

He weighs much the Duke of G:/e's hard 
Reſolution of going to Naples, to ſuccour the 
Revolted there ;. and he reaſons not as a Bar- 
barian, but like an able States-man, and wiſe 
Philoſopher, on the Riſe and Ruin of States. 
He always diſcourſes with Liberty, and what 
he fays, is filled with ſolid and agreeable 
Thoughts. He ſpeaks ſometimes of the Cruel- 
ty and Tyranny of the Tzrbs,of the. Violence 
of the Miniſters of the Port, and upon the pre- 
cipitated Death which many of the Sultans. 
Baſha's and Vizirs are forced to ſuffer. Bur? 
this Language is only to his Friends and Con» 


- fidents. 


However, though theſe Letters be neither

as the Vizir was informed of it, he cauſed rhe 
Jew to be Hanged, and broke all his Engines, 
and Millions of Charatters which he had 
brought ; declaring,it would be a great Cruel- 
ty, that One Man ſhould, to enrich himſelf, 
take the Bread out of the Mouths of Eleven 
Thouſand Scribes, who gained their Livings at 
Conſtantinople by their Pens, l 
Peruſe, Gentle Reader, what I offer, with- 
out fear of tiring thy ſelf , or being deceived. 
As Chriſtian Authors think of nothing ordi- ' 
narily, but of writing Pazg&eyricks in hopes of 
Reward, we havereaſon to believe not to find 
all the Truth in their Works. Intereſt and 
Paſſion do often make 'good Princes paſs for 
Tyrants, and unjuſt and cruel Princes, are 
ſometimes transferred to Poſterity tor Models 
of Juſtice and Clemency.

mies 3» which Te Deum is an Hymn compoſed by two-. þ 


of their Saints,” to wit, Ambroſe and Auſtin. When 
the French beat the Spaniards they ſing the Te 
Deum, and when theſe vanquiſh their Enemies they 


do the ſame. Theſe Two Nations do the Duty of - 


the Muſulmans, in deftroying one another; and 
when this is done, they give God Thanks for the 
Evil they have committed. Whence we may judge 
of theWiſdom and Pietyof the Mabometans,amongft |} 


whom there's ſeldom ſeen an open War ; and, if it | 


ſhould happen, 'tis generally Condemned. 
The Rejoicing of the Frencb proceeds hence ; 


the Spamiards had beſieged Lexcate, a ſmall Penin- | 


ſula in Languedoc, which 1s but four Leagues round, 
with Two Ports, where a few Galleys, and Four | 
ſmall Veſſels may Anchor in-fafety. The Place was 
attack d by the Spanzards with much Heat, but 
was afterwards given over with as great Loſs. 


The Affailants being obliged to make a Retreat, 4 
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not; unlike a ſhameful Flight; quitted their Bag- 
gage, their Arms and all their other Proviſion. 
Count Serbellon offered at firft to Barris, who 
commanded the Place, a great Sum of Mogey, 
which was to be attended with a conftant Penſion ;

niards were entirely defeated. Serbellon withdrew 
towards Perpignan, with the Duke of Cardonn's Son, 
who was Viceroy of Catalonia. He loft all his--

ment of the Army: And I will fay yet more, that 
he has loft the Reputation of a good Captain and 
valiant Soldier, until be can recover an Opportunity 
to Fight and Yanquiſh. This Vietory muſt have 
beei: of Conſequence, and very Glorious, ſeeing the 
King aſſifted in Perſon, together with the Queen, 
Two Cardinals, the Council of State, andthat of

bear ſhedding Tears at fo piteous a SpeRacle ; this 
Lady dyingalmoſt at the ſame inſtant ſhe had done 
ſpeaking ; but *tis not known whether he called 
this hard hearted Fellow to an account for what he 
had detained.

He was but Nine Years old, when he loſt his 
Faher Anthony, King ,of Navar.

Siege of a conſiderable place, he made the Wall 
of the Chamber where he lay, to be broken down, 
thar he might be carryed into his own Bed, dying 
8 it were in Triumph, into the Town : Miſerable 
Ambition of Great Men, who ſtrip not themſelves 
of ic till Death ſtrips them of their Lives. Seven 
Years after the Death of Antony, the Young Henry 
was declared Head, and Defender of the Hugonot 
Party; and when Eighteen Years old, he was in 
aconſiderable Fight 3 but "tis nor well known, whe- 
ther he himſelf was engaged.

Enemies Army, routed the Horſe, took the Cannon, 


kill'd the French General, and immediately raisd | 


the Siege ; but in revenge, the ſame French, who 
were beaten before Tionville, have made them- 
ſelves Maſters of #edin, Saiins, and Saiſe 5 which 
laſt was taken by the Young Prince of Conde, who 
gives the Marks of an extraordinary Valour 5 but 
the Spn;ards have re-taken theſe Places, which have 
coſt them dear. *'Tis ſaid that the Governour left 
by the Pririce of Conde there, being preſs'd by the 
Sniards to ſurrender the Place, threw out to'em 
21 hot White-Loaf, ſaying, That thoſe who eat of 
this Bread, woull not ſurrender themſelves, before 
the Encmics came to the time wherein they might eat 
ice. 

Yet the Place was ſurrender'd, before the Spring- 
tim? was come to change the Face of the Earth 5 '0 
far were they from holding out till 'twas coverd 
with Snow or Ice. :

For, at the ſame time I have Right to a thing which 
pleaſes me, another ſtronger than my ſelf, by virtue 
of the ſame Right, takes it from me, and enjoys it in 
ſpight of me. Hence it is that one: Man invades ano- 
ther with the ſame Right with which he defends 
himſelf; whence do, and will ſpring up always, the 
occaſions of Jealouſies and Diſcords which are among 
Men ; which make them at continual Defiance with 
one another, and keeps them in a continual Watch» 
fulneſs over their Neighbours. 

'Tis this Liberty fourded in Nature, which 
makes it lawful, in time of War, to reſiſt and invade, 
not only by open Force, but-with all the ſecret Arts 
and Stratagems that can be deviſed ; and, when a Man 
would aroid the Danger he is in, in fighting,and has 
his Enemy in his hands, he has right to uſe al means 
to avoid him, and ſecure bimſelf from him. 

Thou wilt approve of theſe Reflexions, which 
ſhew thee the Natural Right thou haſt of command- 
ing me, as being thy Inferiour ; and, I hope, by 
what I have written, to have ſatisfied thy Cureolity ; 
and, by my Submisfion and Obedience, to have given 
thee a Proof of my profound Reſpetts to thee.
